To the total oan be added 47 members 
of congress, making altogether 7,064 
persons commissioned to make laws, 
state and federal. With only a few 
exceptions the state legislatures meet 
biennially, and'rnost of them have been 
in session the past winter and spring, 
and some still linger superfluous on the 
stage. 


In commenting on the decadence of 


the legislation, Harper's Weekly says: 


Legislatures as they were originally 


conceived are breaking down because 
the 
representative character of their 


members has changed. 
They have not 


ceased to represent somebody. 
They 


are as responsible now as they ever 
were in the past. 
Bub they represent 


a small organized element of the voters 
which is under the control of the "ma- 
chine," and they are responsible to the 
boss of that, machine. The founders of 
our system of government expected that 
legislators would heed the wishes of 
tohse to whom they owed their seats. 
They do recognize that obligation atill. 
The only' difference is that a large 
proportion of the mombera now secure 
the nomination which results in their 
election from an "organization" of a 
small number of the voters in one 
party. 


The best proof o£ this is the fact that 


in the rare cases where a legislature 
makes a good record investigation al- 
ways shows that it has been free from 
control by this intermediary body.

of State James G. Elaine in 1890 is 
supposed to have had great weight with 
the ways and means committee: 


WASHINGTON, April 10, 1800. 


DEAR Mn. MCKINLEY—It is a great mistake 


to tnko hides from the free list, where they 
luwe been for so many years. It is a slap in 
the face to tho South Americans, with whom 
we are trying to enlarge our trade. It will 
benefit the farmer by adding 5 to 8 per cent to 
the price of his children's shoes. It will yield 
a profit to the butcher only, the last man that 
needs it. The movement is injudicious from 
beginning to end, in every form and phase. 
Pray stop it before it sees light. Such move- 
ments sis this for protection will protect the 
Bepublican party into a speedy retirement. 
Yours hastily, 
JAMES G. ELAINE. 
Hon. William MeKinley', Chairman Ways and 
Means. 
Where is the Elaine this year who 


can head ofE the westerners who want 
their share of protection and foolishly 
imagine that they can get it by a duty 
on hides? It is perfectly consistent with 
the protection system to tax hides, es- 
pecially as the bulk of the tax would 
probably go to a few monopoly butch- 
ers and ranchmen. But observe some of 
the effects upon our industries: 


Tho importations of uutased hides 


and skins last year wore valued at 820,- 
210,528. The goatskins were valued at 
$10,303,359. The former were mostly 
converted into sole leather, beltings 
and such like heavy material, for which 
our native hides are not thick enough. 
The goatskins are not produced in this 
country. 


From this raw material we not only 


manufacture boots, shoes and leather 
goods for our own people cheaper and 
better than they are made elsewhere in 
the world, but we exported finished 
products of the value of §20,242,766. 
Without free and cheap raw material 
this export trade would have been im- 
possible, and our own people, as Mr. 
Blaiiio pointed out, would bo compelled 
to pay more for their footwear. The 
wages paid to our workers in leather 
last year amounted to $25,542,166.

Perpetual Motion l>y Protection. 


• The California argument for higher 
fruit duties is a sort of perpetual mo- 
tion. Tho only disadvantage the Cali- 
foruian fruit raiser is at is to be found 
in the cost of his land, but tho only 
thing that makes his laud expensive is 
the profitableness of fruit culture. 


So the matter works out in this way: 


Tho great profits of fruit raising sent 
the value of land up to hundreds of dol- 
lars an acre. The interest on the value 
of the laud makes a largo item in a 
fruit raiser's balance sheet, and he feela 
the need of a high price for his fruit. 
This Senator Jones procures for him by 
letting it be known that he will not 
vota for the tariff bill unless it contains 
duties on hides and increased duties on 
fruit and the cheapest sorts of wool. 


The increased duty adds to the profits 


of fruit culture, and tho price of laud 
takes another rise, whereupon the fruit 
grower complains that tho interest on 
his laud investment is so great or the 
rental ho has to pay for his laud is so 
high that there is an insufficient profit 
in tho business for him, and tho only 
thing thn-t will save him from disaster 
is more duty.

on indefinitely. Practically it cannot, 
becruise with tho increase in tho price 
of fruit the consumption of fruit will 
decline.

It was nothing but 
a plain, sensible, conservative dis- 
course, preseutng general rules for the 
classification of popular diversions into 
right and wrong, but not 
specifying 


amusements and drawing a line between 
those right and those wrong. 
He left 


that with the hearers'conncieuce. 


He found his text in'the 14th verse 


of the second chapter of Second Sam- 
uel. 
"And Abner said to Jacob,.,'Let 


the young men now aiiae and play be- 
fore us.' 
And Jacob said 'Let them 


arise.'" 


He said in part: 
"There is no use trying to get around 


the fact that thore is in all a yearning 
after amusements. It is the central 
element of our sonls. 
Innocent amuse- 


ments give symmetry to our sonls. We 
should all have our pleasures. If you 
cultivate either the amnsement or the 
serious side, to the neglect of the other, 
you 
are a twisted individual. 
We 


were created for enjoyment. The world 
fancies that preachers are opposed to 
amusements. 
They say 
we 
preach 


those serious virtues which would ren- 
der the world prematurely old. This is 
altogether an error. No true Christian 
can object to 
innocent amusements. 


True religion fills our sky with beau- 
tiful rainbows, of which the world is 
incapable. 
But how shall we discrim- 


inate between right and wrong? I am 
not going to give you a classified list 
of amusements. 
You are sane, think- 


ing men and women and I will give a 
lew general rules by which you may 
judge for yourselves." 


The speaker then gave six general 


rules: 


First—All those amusements object- 


ed to by a clear conscience are clearly 
wrong. 
Consciences are not always 


olear. 
Some are like India rubber and 


are apt to become blunted by sin. 


Second—All those amusements whioh 


injure one physically ara wrong. When 
a pleasure becomes an exhaustion it is 
clearly wrong. 
If yon come home 


surly, with a headache twelve hours 
later, and a befogged brain, you have 
been at the wrong place. 


Third—All those amusements which 


render home, instead of a place of 
happiness, a place whore you would 
rather not be, are wrong. 
If any 


hearth becomes more attractive than 
the home hearth, something is wrong. 
A club which takes you away from 
home every evening and makes home 
less attractive, is an evil. 


Fourth —Those amusements which 


become 
the 
chief 
end 
of 
our 


thought are not right. We can't live on 
amusements any more than we can live 
on candy. 
We were not sent into the 


world to spend all our time on wheels. 


Fifth—Those amusements which re- 


quire one to live beyond his income, are 
entirely wrong. When one with a |500 
income spends §1,000, there are break- 
ers ahead. It is not right to go to the 
East End to a ball game every day 
if your grocery bill is unpaid. 
Base 


ball is innocent in itself, buc wrong to 
such a one. 


Sixth—All those 
pleasures which 


slight 
our holy religion should be 


avoided. 


Bing this or that amusement up to 


these general principles for yourself. 
If you can say that such and such a 
thing is right, I have nothing more to 
say. There are some Christians who try 
their utmost to see how far from these 
rules they can keepjjand still be on the 
inside, still be Christians. 
We should 


keep as far from the precipice as pos- 
sible. 
Do you know anything of the 


pleasure of sacrifice? 
.j Do you ever say "I will not do so 
and so because I am aOhristian?"There 
is joy in the thought that we refrain 
from something for^he sake of some 
one, and that some one—Christ. 
The 


truest pleasure is in giving your heart 
to Christ.

BO ACTION ON CUBAN QUESTION. 


fhe Republican icad«rs of the House 


Have Decided to Do Nothing With the 
Morgan Resolution Until President Mc- 
Kinley Has Hail Time to Formulate 
Plaus and Carry Tlietu Out. 
Washington, May 24.—On Tuesday 


next, 10 weeks and a day after the be- 
ginning of the session, the senate will 
take up the tariff bill, for the passage 
of which the session was especially 
called. 


The bill was to have been called up 


on Monday, but the death of Senator 
Earle of South Carolina will render 
necessary an adjournment for a day. 


Senator Aldrich will call up the bill, 


move its consideration and make & 
speech in its support. The Democratic 
amendment striking out the internal 
revenue features of the bill will be in- 
troduced hy Senator Vest. 


After this the course of proceedure 


is somewhat indefinite. The 
Demo- 


crats are not clear as to whether they 
will permit the immediate taking up 
of the schedules or will demand 
an 


opportunity to make set speeches bear- 
ing upon the general policy of the bill. 


The prevailing opinion among the 


Democratic leaders is against the pol- 
icy of general speeches at the begin- 
ning of the discussion, but they will 
not attempt to restrain individual sen- 
ators who may wish to he heard. There 
are some Democratic senators who are 
disposed to discuss ttie general features 
of the bill, and who incline to 
the 


opinion that the best time lor such 
speeches will he while the debate on 
the bill is young. 
'' Senator Vest does not expect to 
make a speech in presenting the mo- 
tion to strike out the revenue features, 
but the motion may lead to immediate 
debate, and in case exception is taken 
to it, the Missouri senator will be 
heard from. 


The 
silver Republicans and Popu- 


lists will seek opportunity during the 
pendency of the bill to present some 
remarks of a political nature and some 
of 
them may be heard during the 


week. The general sentiment among 
straight Republicans is adverse to the 


' encouragement of any general discus- 


sion of the bill or to long speeches on 
the schedules, but no party policy has 
yet been decided upon. 


A caucus has been called for this 


purpose. 
There will undoubtedly be 


strong oppositon to some of the sched- 
ules on the part of Republican sena- 
tors, and amendments will be firmly 
pressed. 


Senator 
Pettigrew'a 
amendment 


against trusts is also certain to prove 
fruitful of much general debate when 
reached. 


Senator Aldrich saya he will 
not 


speak to exceed an hour in time on 
Monday. He will give, lor the first 
time, the estimate of the Republican 
members of the finance committee o£ 
the amount of revenue the bill will 
produce, and will explain the commit- 
tee's plan of action, giving the rea- 
sons for some of the more importa.nt 
amendments made.- He said he would 
press the bill to the exclusion of other 
business.
